ing to spend the day as the guest of 
the city of B irm in g ha m a t the cele­ 
bration of the fiftieth a n n ive rsary of 
its founding. 
F rom 
the station, 
w here he 
was 
m et by a reception com m ittee, and 
given a trem endous ovation, from a 
g re a t crowd the president em barked 
on a day of activities fully as s tre n ­ 
uous as any w hich he un derw en t d ur­ 
ing the cam paign. 
T he tim e has passed, the P resid ent 
said when the problem of race is of 
concern only to the south or even to 
the United States. It ha s now become 
a world problem , he declared and be 
suggested tha t it can best be d ealt 
w ith by recognizing these fun d a m e n ­ 
tals: 
1—T ha t the negro be accorded equal 
oppo rtun ity in m a tte rs 
of 
politics, 
business and education and 
2—T ha t there 
be 
absolute 
d iver­ 
gence racially and socially , each race 
w ith its ow n tradition s, ideals etc. 
“ S urely ” said 
the 
presid e n t 
“we 
shall gain n o thin g by blin k in g at the 
facts by refusing to give tho ug ht to 
them. T ha t is not the A m erican way 
of a ppro aching such issues.” 
“Men of both races” continued the 
presid en t “m ay well stan d un com pro m ­ 
isingly a g ain st every suggestion of so­ 
cial equality . It would be helpful to 
have it accepted on both sides tha t 
this is not a question of racial equal­ 
ity but a question of recognizing a 
fund am en tal, etern a l and inescapable 
difference. 
"Politically and economically , there 
need be no occasion for g reat a n d per­ 
m an en t 
d ifferentiatio n, 
for 
lim ita ­ 
tions of the in d ivid ual’s o pportunity , 
provided 
tha t on 
both 
sides 
there 
shall be recognition of the alisolute 
divergence in thin g s social and racial. 
“ I would say let the black m an vote 
w hen he is fit to vote; pro hibit the 
w hite m an voting w hen he is un fit to 
vote. 
“ I wish tha t both the trad itio n of a 
so lidly D em ocratic 
South 
and 
the 
tra d itio n of a solidly R epublican bJack 
race m ig ht be broken up. 
“ I w an t to see the tim e come w hen 
black men w ill vote for D em ocratic 
candidates, if they prefer the D em o­ 
cratic policy on tariff or taxation or 
foreign 
relations, 
or 
w hat-not; 
and 
when they w ill vote the R epublican 
ticket for like reasons. 
“We cannot go on a s we have gone 
for m ore than half a century , w ith 
one g reat section of o ur population, 
n um berin g as m any pieople as the en­ 
tire population of so m e 
sig n ifica n t 
countries of E urope, set off from real 
co ntribution to tso lvin g o ur natio n al 
issues, because of a division on race 
lines.”
